With a> view to giving the public a cor- 
rect understanding' of the sugar situation, 
the following FACTS are presented: 


Existing conditions are world wide in their effect, not in 


any sense local. Any consideration of the question of 
available sugar supply must take into account a series of ex- 
traordinary factors. 


The immediate effect of the declaration of the European 


war was to cut off from the world's market the sugar of the 
Central Powers. About one-third of the world's total pro- 
duction formerly came from within the present battlelines of 
Europe. The Western battlefronfc passes through the sugar 
producing territory of France and of Belgium. In conse- 
quence, England, France and other foreign countries have 
competed with the United States for Cuba's cane sugar. 


Not only did this cause an advance in the price of raw and 


refined sugar, but until competition was checked by the 
recent agreement among the Allies, it resulted in lessening 
the supply available to the people of this country last fall. 


At the same time, an abundance of sugar—hundreds of 


thousands of tons—has been locked up in far-away Java, 
owing to the lack of ships to transport it. It is no more 
available than unmined gold. To provide ships to bring this 
sugar here—or to Europe—would withdraw them from the 
more important business of carrying our soldiers and their 
supplies overseas, as Mr. Hoover has pointed out. 


The nation-wide movement to save the fruit crop last sea- 


son greatly increased the use of sugar. While the quantity 
in the sugar bowl was for this and other reasons lessened, 
this sugar is wisely stored as food in preserved fruits, jams 
and jellies. 


"Every jar of fruit preserved adds that much to our in- 


surance of victory, adds that much to hasten the end of 
this conflict." 


Because of the increased demand for sugar, more sugar 


cane has been planted in Cuba, Porto Rico, Hawaii and 
Louisiana, the chief sources from which the United States 
gets cane sugar. 


The reports from Cuba and Porto Rico make the situation 


more favorable than a month ago for a supply to meet the 
sugar needs of all who are dependent on this source—includ- 
ing this country, our soldiers abroad and the Allies. 


We buy raw cane sugar in the open market and refine it. 


To the extent of our ability, we are co-operating with the 
Government to insure a fair distribution of cane sugar, to / 
stabilize the price to the consumer and to prevent hoarding 
and waste. We kept our refineries working last fall so long 
as there was a ton of raw sugar to be had. 


In order to make our output of refined sugar go as widely 


as possible, we distribute Franklin Cane Sugars in convenient- 
size cartons and small cotton bags.

Make Your Own Fat Compound. 
Many folks object to pay'iag the pres- 


ent high price for lard, but realize thai 
ut the price'of. hogs and with the prob- 
.uble. future dcnmnd It Is unlikely that 
the price will be reduced soon. It bt?< 
comes important, then, to find a cheap- 
er .satisfactory substitute. Dr. Louise 
Stanley of the Missouri college of ag- 
riculture, suggests that housewives 
consider suet as a source of cheup fut. 
;Suet has not. been as extensively used 
as lard on account.of its harder con- 
sistency. It can lie obtained at about 
10 cents a pound. From this can be 
obtained 14 ounces of pure fat at a 
•cost of 12 cents a pound. In order to 
bring this to the consistency of lard 
It Is only necessary to add oil in tho 
proportion of one of oil to two parts 
of suet. This gives 'a compound fat 
which Is very satisfactory for general 
household use. Cottonseed oil or corn 
011 can now be obtained -at about 21 
cents a pound. On the bnsls of the 
•above proportions a satisfactory lard 
substitute can be had at a cost of 10 
cents a pound. 


Light .Best Suited to Eyes. 


. Recent in\vti;;a.Uons .into the kind 
of. light best ^uked to the eyes have 
Important practical significance. -The 
studies ,were made from the point of 
view of "contrast" to determine the 
ideal contrast, -fietween the object 
looked at and the surrounding bnck- 
gronnd. It was found that the usual 
contrast In brightness, between objects 
out ot doors rurely exceeds the ratio 
of 1 to 20. The eye can detect con- 
trasts as delicate as OS to 100. In- 
doors, contrast in light and shadow 
uCten runs as high .as 1 to 200, end a 
.lark window frame ngnlnst a bright 
•<ky presents a contrast of 1 to 10,000. 
.rhe scale of contrasts best suited to 
.-.he eye lies bbvccn 1 to 20 and 1 to 
100.

tions. 
The city worker can turn to 


ine health authorities, the housing 
commission- or. the various charity 
tioarda.1 for aid in time of. need, but 
(he farmer; if sickness or misfortune 
comes, must fight it oufefor himself 
with the aid of this overworked fam- 
ily doctor, with his long miles of 
country to cover, who Is often called 
too late.
